are in obvious conflict with the constitu- 
tion. The Legislature having the power to 
preecnbe what is or shall be a “due course. 
of law,” must necessarily be governed in its 
action by adifferent rule.’ The legislator, 

looking to the constitution as the sugreme 
law, must observe its limitations upon his 
power and see that he does not infringe 
them. But he must do far more than this. 
He must observe what the text, spirit and 


anvil! } meaning of the constitution require him 
said, is quite exten- 


to do, in order fo fulfill the measure of his 
high and exalted position. By proper en- 
actments, he must give to the people of the 
State euch a system of laws as will re- 
dound “to their peace, safety, happiness, 
security and the protection of their prop- 
erty.” He must regard all “freemen” as 
equally entitled to protection, and the ad- 
vancement of the ends above specified. 
And, that they may enjoy them, he musf 
furnish them with all such open judicial 
tribunals as will efficiently “administer 
right and justice without delay or denial” 
and afford remedy for all injuries. But it 
thoee tribunals be never so open—never 80 
efficient in themselves, yet if they have no 
power to make men speak what they 
know—no key to unlock the knowledge 
which erists, in order to enlighten them 
as to the facts which constitute the injury 
complained of, they will be as powerless 
and futile in the administration of right 
and justice as if no such courts were ever 
organized. Without the power to coerce 
the attendance of witnesses and compel 
them to relate the facts they know, the 
courts would be as utterly incompetent to 
perform the requirements of the constitu- 
tion as if there were no judge, clerk, 
sheriff, or jury. But the case comes up 
still more strongly, if the Legislature 
not only omuts to furnish all the macifinery 
necessary to attain the desired ead, but actu- 
ally debars the courts from'the ascertain- 
ment of the facts which constitute the 
injury they are commanded to investigate 
and redress judicially. We all know that 
courts cannot go out into the world to 
obtain knowledge of the occurrences 
among men; and, if they could, we all 
know that they must decide upon them 
from the developments made in oper court 
by the sworn testimony adduced. If the 
Legislature, then, prohibit them from the 
use of the means of knowledge of the real 
facts upon which they are to act, 
are not the Legislature very tar 
from complying with the requisition of 
the fundamental law which they have 
solemnly sworn to achieve and accom- 
plish? Have they performed or do they 
pertorm the duty they have so solemnly 
taken upon themselves? 

No proposition can be plainer than that 
if the Legwlature omit to furnish the 
courte with plenary means and power nec- 
essary and proper tor the full elucidation of 
the complaints for injuries brought before 
them for their judgment, the Legislature 
do not in an enlightened patriotism the 
work of honest and wise legislators. But 
when they do not merely omit, but 
actually require and command, the ex- 
pulsion from the forum of judicial pro- 
ceedings and tribunals known instru- 
mentalities by which the courts may derive 
or obtain information and knowledge of 
the tacts, which would illustrate the issues 
before them, and which instrumentalities 
in mapy cases may be the only sources of 
information, such action is not the mere 
omission ot duty—not the mere absence of 
wisdom—but it becomes an unpardonable 
and willful violation of official responsi-. 
bility and a perversion of official trust. 
But the question still recurs: Do these 
laws have this effect? And that is a ques- 
tion upon which different opinions may 
honestly be entertained. But what opin- 
ion is right, we ought, in a spirit of un- 
biased rectitude, to inquire, and should 
never allow, for a moment, an unreasona- 
ble predilection or prepossession to blind 
our minds in the examination. 

For the acts of 1788—re-enacted sub- 
stantially in 1852—there is some, and it 
may be ample, apology that there could 
be little injury or wrong growing out of 
them. In 1798, our people were in a state 
of feyered hostility against the Indian 
tribes, whom they regarded as savages, 
and with whom they had been, from the 
commencement of the settlement of Ken- 
tucky, epgeged in incessant war. Our 
people regarded them as treacherous in 
the extreme, and utterly unworthy of 
credit. 

The large majority of the negroes and 
mulattoes of the State were slaves, and con- 
tinued so until the middle of the last dec- 
ade of the nation. There were few treed- 
men amongst them. 

There were in Kentucky negro freedmen 
in proportion to the slaves—in 1790, 1 to 
$08; in 1860, 1 to 54;-in 1810, 1 to 47; in 
1820, 1 to 45; in 1880, 1 to 33; in 1840, 1 to 
24; in 1850, 1 to 21; in 1860, 1 to21. In 
1860 there were 10,684 free negroes, mostly 
mulattoes, and 225,483 slaves. So that the | 
free negro and mulatto population were a 
small proportion of those who were ex- | 
cluded by the operation of the statutes 
making them incompetent as witnesses in 
cases in which white men were interested. 
We presume no one would propose to make

When Prince 
CHARLES ascended to the Roumanian 
throne it was the hope ofall European 
statesmen that he would establish a firm 
dynasty in those distracted regions, but his 
course hag been so unsteady, and some 
times so very foolish, that but few persons 
will grieve if the report comes around that 
the citizens of Bukarest have overturned 
his little throne, which he might have 
raised to one of the most powerful of Eu- 
rope wf he had acted more judiciously. 


The Party of Revolution. 

The New York Tnbune, under the spe- 
cious pretext of protecting the ballot—box, 
is clamormg for a new law of Congress, 
which, whatever may be its design, can 
have but one effect, and that the nullifica- 
tion of free elections. The present election 
law, one would fancy, is strong enough to 
suit the most avaricious purposes of the 
party in power. By its provisions troops 
were sent to New York last fall, and may 
be sent into any part of the country by or- 
der of the department at Washington. 

This is centralization in its most dan- 
gerous form. In order to make it potent 
for the destruction of liberty and the as- 


the despot. We have, as our readers are 
aware, no great opinion of the abilities of 
General Grant. But we have seen noth- 
ing in him to justify the trust that he is 
incapable of a conspiracy to overthrow the 
government he is sworn to support, and 
whether he is or is not, furnishes us no 
guarantee against future administrators of 
so dangerous & power.

The conspira- 
tors always begin by professions of popular 
fealty and love of liberty. When they 
have got their scheme prepared and ready 
for sure work, they close in upon the mul- 
titude, and in the tumult of sudden collision 
they seize the reins of power and change 
the entire system. 

If this be not the design of the Radical 
leaders, they must be the most obtuse per- 
sons in the world. If this be not the de- 
sign of the New York Tribune, that paper 
contradicts ali its signal hghts. But there 
is but one way‘to meet the scheme, and 
that is for a union of all the free and pa- 
triotic elements under the banner of Demo- 
cratic opposition, This will poll a popular 
majority too great to be tampered with. 


Turkey and Italy. 

Not satisfied with the trouble Turkey 
has on hand in the qucstion of the neu- 
trality of the Biack sea and the Darda- 
nelles, the Cabinet of Constantinople is 
plunging itself into a pew trouble with the 
Italian Government. It bas protested 


‘against the manner in which Italy proposes 


to retaliate en the Pachalic of Tunis for 
the outrages committed there on Italian 
citizens. Claiming a sort of protectorate 
and sovereignty over the North African 
States, the Sultan feels offended at the 
course of Italy, which seems to ignore his 
claims, and treats the Pacha of Tunis as a 
sovereign prince. But while the Turkish 
Government protests against apy attempt 
of the Italians to enforce their claims, it 
promises also to see to it that these claims 
are adjusted. Whileshe thus on one hand 
gets into a conflict with Italy, in case the 
latter should reject her interference, Tur- 
key would encounter m the other eventu- 
ality an obstinate resistance on the part 0; 
Tunis, which we believe would find only 
too willing allies in Egypt and Tripolis,

“Congress, enacted a law for 
the ostensible purpose of supervisi the 
election of Congressmen only; and tne Presi- 
dent wes authbortzed to employ the army and 
pavy to enforce eertam of its provisions, Un- 
der color oi this act, the President and other 
United States officials claimed tha right to 
supervise ihe entire election, not Ouly for 
Representatives in Congress, but for State 
ana local officers. In the State of New York 
epecial preparations were taken to enforce the 
claim. A large number of United States Dep- 
uty Marshals and Supervisors were appoint- 
ed, many of whom were men well- 
koown a character, and some of 
whom bh been convicted crimi- 
pal:; a cless of dangerous men never 
beiore chosen by any ruling. euthority 
in apy community as conservators of 
the e. They were instructed, under ad- 
vice of the Attorney Geueral of the United 
States, to submit to no interference from any 

uarter under State or municipal authority, 
Galers were issued which authorized them, in 
the discretion of each one of them, to arrest at 
the polls citizens clai the right to vote, 
as well as the inspectors who were charged by 
law with the custody of the ballot-boxes, 
These arresta were to be effected without 
process of law, issued upon formal com- 
plaints. The peaceful conduct of the eloction 
and the good erder of the city were thus made 
to depend on the discretion of these hastily- 
selected, inexperienced, and undiaciplined 
men, some of them habituated to felonious 
violations of Jaw, and allof them unused to 
the exercise of delicate and important trusts 
of power; and having been appoimted in one 
pohtical interest and having a commou i- 
san purpose to subserve. ‘The police civil 
authorities of the city and State, whose duty 
it 1s to preserve order, were ignored, under ia- 
structions from Washington, as completely as 
if the people of the State were in rebellioa 
against the Goveroment of the United States. 
It was a bold attempt on the of the #ed- 
eral Governmentto sssume absolute coptrol 
of the State and local elecuons, in order to ac- 
complish partisan ends; and officials, bota ju- 
dicsal and executive, seemed determined to 


one-half of the whole number 

from each political party; yet he deliberatel 
refused to appomt any of the political orgaul- 
zation which he well knew represented the 
great majority of voters in the city. Ewery 
popular right was ostentatiously denied, as if 
the ae yy was to irritate and excite the 
people and to provoke tumult, whict micht 
result in breaking up the election and depriy- 
ing the city of its vote. 

**The President well knew that the people 
intended bo forcible resistance to the lew.

It could be the intereats only of the minority 
to promote an outbreak. The Presideat knew 
also that even if any disorder of any dezree 
should ‘ensue, the whole civil and police power 
of the State, sustained by its national guard— 
a military organization of our own citizens, 


cal parties and maintained by the State to do 
service as Occasion may demand for tne State 
orthe United States, and which has never 
failed inits duty to either—was both read 
snd able to preserve order and to protect all 
officers of the law in the execution of judicial 
process and the disc e of official duty. 
‘‘Notwith: tanding all this, by the Presideat’s 
orders, Unit States troops were brought 
from distant posts and quartered in the city 
of New York, and ships of war were anchored 
in its harbor. It was certainly not unreason- 
able to expect that the first drop of citizen 
blood shed in the city of New York by Fed- 
eral troops in time of-peace might lead to 
terrible results, involving great loss of life 
and incalculable destraction of property. 
Thereture, as Chief Magistrate of this State, 
charged with the duty of enforcing its laws 
and preserving order withiu its boundaries, [ 
u:ed every exertion and made every prepara- 
tion ana provision in my power to preserfe 
order and protect the peopie in their rights, 
their lives and property. Atthe last momenof, 
that is to say, fhe afternoon before the elec- 
tion, the otneers of the United States, for- 
tunately and wisely, abandoped the extreme 
ground they had taken, and entered into-a 
stipulation with the Jocal authorities of New 
York city, in my presence, which re-ulted 
in preventing e estmed iuterference by 
troops, either of the United States or of the 
State. 

“Nevertheless, it is well known tha! about 
two thousand deputy United States marshals 
were appointed im the city of New York, 
who wore, each one of them, armed with 
what is known as a navy revolver, worn in 
belts bearing the designation of the Federal 
armories. They did not, it is true, form any 
portion of the regular force of the army or 
pevy; they were ee and without a 
military commander. nt they were men 
sraned fr the United States Government and 
paid out of its Treasury, and were stationed, 
thus armed, at the election polls, havin 
been taught that they were the superiors 0 
the lawiuily-appointed peace officers of the 
State, upon whom the preservation of order 
in a large city depends. . 

“ft was"due to the patient iorbearance of 
the people, and to the earnest eodesvors and 
great coolness and diecretion of the peace 
officers of the city that order was preserved. 
“J deem it my solemn duty to protest now 
formally t theee ou , which, it is 
given out, will be renewed at future elections, 
with pre tions looking to a greater degree 
of intimidation and coercion.” 

In view of these expressions from such high 
authonties, coupled with the increased Dem- 
ocratic representation in the next Congress, 
obtained because of our earnest opposition to 
theexercise of doubtful and unconstitution- 
al rowers by the Federal Government, I 
have hope yet for the republic, and [ can not, 
for any local benefit, abandon my past posi- 
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wn out, temen

We regard it as 
one of the highest ao yg with which any 
mancen be intrusted, to be made part and 
paicel of our great republic, the freeat nauoa 
the world ever saw, a nation which can never 
complain of bad goverument, because it is a 
government by the people themselves. 
“If anything goes wrong in that great re- 
public, meneny can be blamed but the people 
themselves. ii those whom the people have 
iaced in power do not rule in accordance with 
e will of the people, it is only necessary t 
wait a sbort period, when they will put oth- 
ers in their places who will act in accordance 
with the will of the people. 
“Gentlemen, you will remember (for you 
have read our history) that we have now 
flourished, a nation, more than quarters 
of a century, andinall that time there has 
been but ove rupture or civil war among ua.
